Millions of college students are returning 
to CRtnpusrs llirnughout the countrj’ lo begin tbc 
fall aemcRlcr. They icprcscnt both the ho|)« and 
Uic shape of the future. From, the standpoint of 
educational opjfortiinilics and iniclligenrc, they 
are far Iwtiei equipped than any preceding gen- 
eration to participate constructively in develop- 
ing solutions to the many complex problems con- 
fronting onr Nation. 

It can be expected that most of these young 
people will fulfill tbc promise they rcprc-scnl to 
us. In so doing, they will join hands with the 
millions of Americans of good svill who actively 
seek meaningful solutions lo our social life. If our 
joint progress in this regard is impeded and de- 
terred, much of llie trouble will come from a 
growing band of self-styled revolutionaries who 
are using college campuses as a base for tbeir 
destructive activities. This comparatively small 
group of arrogant, hard-core militants have con- 
tempt for the majority and our democratic proc- 
esses. They regard themselves as the nucleus of 
an elite dictatorial ruling class of the future. 

These cxliemlsts openly avow that their aim is 
lo overthrow the existing order. Under the guise 
of academic freedom and freedom of speech, 
they profess to seek a dialog, when actually what 
they seek is a confrontation with established au- 
thority lo provoke disorder. Through these con- 
frontations, they expert lo .smash first onr educa- 
tional structure, then our economic system, and 
finally our govenimcnl itself. 

It is vitally important lo rrcopni/c that these 
militant extremi-ts are not simply faddists or 
“college kills” nt play, llicir erics for revolution 
and their advocacy of giienilia warfare evolve 
out of a p.-ilhobigiral hatred for our sv.iy of life 
and a determination lo destiny it. The workshops 
they hold on sabotage and how to use it lo furllicr 
their objectives are grim forclmdings of serious 
intent. 





this New Left movement, as it is known, is 
growing Imlh in nmnlicrs and varied forms of 
violence. I^st spring, major disorders ‘precipi- 
tated hy the revolutionary adherents of the move- 
ment occulted on a mimher of college campuses. 
In the violiMil uprising at Columbia University, 
militant students and outsiders look over several 
itiiildings and comn)ittcd senseless and deliberate 
. dcstniclion. The incident triggered simitar dis- 
turbances on other campuses. Ciianges may be 
necessary and improvements in any institution 
can i>c made, but Uiis is not the way to do it. 

Encouraged by tbeir “success” at Columbia, 
the anarebists in tbc New Iy;fi movement are 
boldly spreading the word tliat they intend to 
“create two, three, many Colunibias,” in the 
manner of one of tbeir “heroes,” Clie Guevara, 
the Cuban rcvoliilionar)- who cried “create, two, 
three, many Vietnains!” 

The main thrust of the New Left movement 
arises from the concerted efforts of tlic Students 
for a Democratic Society. Many of its mc-riibers 
and some of its national leaders openly profess 
their faith in communi.st concrjits and tbrir de- 
termination lo “rcslnictore” our society. One of 
the militant spokesmen of this group slated, for 
example, that “perhaps 25 universities linked to 
the movcmcjit would l>e. too much for the (ml ice — 
for the dominant class — and we would gel what 
we demand.” 

The New Left Jcailers plan lo launch a wide- 
spread ntlark on educational institutions this fall. 
They arc relying on collegiate dis.'idrnts and 
inililanls to Imlslcr and acrelrr,atr lliis drive. It 


svould l»e foolhardy for ciluratnrs. piihlic of- 
ficials, and law enforeemcnl offiri-rs lo ignore or 
•lismis.R lightly the fevidulioiiary terrorism invad- 
ing college campuses. It is a serious threat lo 
both tlic academic community and a lasrful and

National Headquarters (NH) of SDS at Boston, in order to ) 
widen the split between the NH and major chapters around 
the country. The full imi>act of any attaiipt to create 
discord at Detroit has yet to be felt on a national 
level.

Boston is currently giving consideration to 
e::ploiting the racism theme of the V/Si/SDS and PLl^ people. 
It is noted there are no Negroes presently serving in a 
leadership capacity for either organization.

1. ) False Allegations of Police Brutality 

The most recent incidents involving charges of 
police brutality have occurred In connection with the 
arrest of individuals who sought sanctuary in churches 
located in Boston, Massachusetts and Providence, Rhode 
Island. 

On May 20, 1988, one was 

convicted in U.S* District Court^Boston7ii^J^'o» 196? 
of a Selective Service Act violation and was sentenced 
•to three year^impr^oniTien^ and an' ^rmy Specialist- 
Fourth Class^mHUmmilwho was adjudged to be 
Absent Withou^^eav^D^UT^ Army authorities after 
he failed to report to Fort Lewis, Washington, took 
refuge and sought sanctuary in the Arlington Street 
Church, Boston, Mass. These two individuals in effect 
challenged Federal authorities to remove them physically 
from tte church. 

Approximately 75 150 individuals, both male

Newspaper accounts reported "blaring rock music " Vv. 
and refreshments furnished by volunteers helped make the puj 
tedious vigil in the church's parish hall go faster". 

The Executive Director of tie Arlington Street Church 
offered the church's facilities to the two men for "as 
long as they like" and said if any confrontation came, 

"it would be in te sanctuary of the place of worship". 

The Board of Trustees of the church issued a statement 
which recognized "the religious i moral and legal 
aspects of their action". 


On May 22, I968 at approximately 3:30 P.M, 

U.S, Marshals, accompanied by United States Attorne?^^^^—

At approximately 4:15 P.M.» Boston 
Police Department arrived with reserves to provide 
support -for tte marshals and when they, the marshals, 
‘attempted to move their prisoner to their car, fighting 
between police and resisters broke out. Approximately 
40 protesters sat in front of and on top of the 
United States Marshals' vehicle.

Newspaper accounts subsequently reported that

could advise those Inside of the church of the 
FBI's arrival. Upon entering the church, Agents 
observed approximately 20 to 30 individuals wearing 
beards and beads sitting around in a circle in what 
might be referred to as the sanctuary of the church. 

This group pretended to b^pra^ng, but it was noticed 
that the prayer bpok that B|^BBvas holding was upside 
down. SubjectsM|l|B and^m^were advised that they 
were under arre^^^nu they jumue^ately made the 
statement that they would have to be carried out and 
vjDuld not walk out willingly. 

When these subjects were picked up by the 
Agents, it appeared that a pre-concelved plan was 
placed into effect in that groups of their supporters 
kept walking in front of the Agents carrying the two 
individuals in an effort to delay them or to make it 
uncomfortable for them to transport the prisoners from 
the church to the Government vehicles. When the 
sidewalk outside the church was reached, a larger crowd 
of approximately ^0 people began to push and shove. 
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However, it was noted that no one actually laid a hand : 

on any Agent Involved in the arrest. The protesters 
pushed and shoved with their bodies in an apparent 
attempt to aggravate the Agents to a point whore they 
might lose their temper and attack one of the protesters. , 

It was also noted that from the time the Agents 
entered the church until they left, supporters of this 
group took numerous -photographs of the activity within 
the church itself; 

After placing the subjects in the vehicles for 
transportation for arraignment, large numbers of the 
protesters sat down in front of the Government veUcles 
and it became necessary for the Providence Police to 
remove the protesters. On several occasions as soon as 
the police removed one or two of these individuals from 
in front of the Bureau vehicles, others would take their 
place. It was felt that these actions by the protesters 
were made in an attempt to embarrass the Bureau and Providence 
Police Department as numerous news, radio and television 
reporters were in the immediate vicinity of the church. 
Providence Police arrested nine individuals and charged 
•them with disorderly conduct. 

It was noted that the activities of the females 
involved in this demonstration were particularly strenuous 
and it became necessary that they be dragged by their 
legs from the scene, enabling them to be portrayed 
or^t^evi^onas possible victims of police brutality.

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They then proceeded to lock the doors of the building by 
ropes and chains. As personnel of the university arrived 5 ' 
at the building, they v/ere refused entrance by the • - 

students. The students said they would deal with no one 
but the President of the university, AHLAND F. CHaiSTJANER. 
When the President arrived at the building, ho was presented 
with a set of demands by the students. CHRIST JANER asked 
the students to form a small committee to meet with him 
tihd a committee of faculty members, which they , agreed to 
do after much persuasion on the part of the President. 
CHRISTJANER announced to the group he was in agreement 
with some of their demands relating to enrollment and 
counselling of black students. He also agreed to broaden 
the scope of courses in the field of Liberal and 
Practicol Arts relating to the accomplishment of Negroes.' 

CHRISTJANER did demand of the student group that 
they vacate the premises they had seized and turned down 
several other requests such as the new naming of the Boston 
University School of Theology to the Doctor Martin Luther 
King, Jr, School of Theology. 

The student group agreed to form a small committee 
and subsequently met with the President and faculty 
committee and withdrew their students the same day from 
the Administration Building, CHRISTJANER' a firm but 
understanding attitude was credited with successfully 
squelching this black student uprising. 

It will be recalled that Harvard College received 
adverse national publicity as a result of a student 
demonstration sponsored by the Harvard-Radcliffe 
Chapter of the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
and directed against former Secretary of Defense, 

ROBERT MC NAllARA. Secretary MC NAMARA had made a 
scheduled visit to that institution in the early Spring 
of 1987. College officials, including President NATHAN 
PUSEJy, were highly critical of the student demonstration 
and placed tho ringleaders on probation and directed that 
a letter of apology be sent to Mr. MC NAMARA, 

President PUSEY has also placed on probation 
certain other Harvard College students 1*10 have partici- 
pated in militant sit-in demonstrations against CIA and 
tho Dow Chemical Company recruiters. President PUSEY has 
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Indicated to the student body at Harvard that if a small 
minority continued to refuse to accept their obligations 
to the rights of the majority of the students at the college 
as well as the rights of the college's guests and official 
visitors, he would be forced to expel these students 
after appropriate hearings have proven that Justifiable 
cause exists. 

In this regard, 97 Harvard College seniors out 
of a graduating class of 1150 petitioned the Deans of the 
university to allow them to circulate a petition at Class 
Day ceremonies held on the campus on June 12, 1968. The 
petition declared that these signers of the petition will 
refuse to serve in the United States Armed Forces during 
the Vietnam war. The beans of the college called the 
committee sponsoring the committee to their offices and 
denied them the right to utilize official university 
graduation proceedings for the furtherance of their aims 
and further refused them pemission to use university 
grounds or buildings to post notices or seek signatures. 

This firm action was credited with reducing the 
’number of signatures on the petition to 97 out of a 
graduating class of 1150. 

Two months ago more than under -graduates 

signed petitions similar to the one signed on June 12, 

1968. However, in April school officials did not refuse 
the committee sponsoring the petition the use of 
university facilities. 

Boston will continue to be alert for instances in 
the academic and Ibw Left community relating to the above 
three categories and will promptly advise the Bureau of 
any developments in this regard.
